to the B ritish governm ent. 
A t the sam e tim e, m em bers of 
the 
British purchasing

ditional num ber will be acquired 
over the next year. 
Release of the arm y 's bom bsight 
has been expected fo r some time. 
This device, while b etter than any 
sight developed abroad, is still in­ 
ferior to th a t now being used by 
the Am erican navy. The sight is 
m anufactured by the Sperry Gy­ 
roscope Com pany. 
The navy’s bomb sight will not 
be released to England, but all 
arm y c ra ft will be equipped w ith ;

In this all-im portant paper you 
are allowed to request deferm ent 
if you feel that you deserve it. The 
bulk of the deferments will be on 
the grounds of dependency, and 
on this score the questionnaire 
seeks to elicit rather detailed in­ 
formation. 
Questions Are Many 
It asks w hether you are m arri­ 
ed, whether you live with your 
wife, how much you contributed 
to her or some other dependent’s 
support in the last year, how 
much the dependent earned or 
otherwise received, how much rent 
you pay, how much you earned 
and how much you received from 
other sources, and how much it 
costs to m aintain your home. 
' There is room in this section to 
list an unborn child, which the 
draft board has ruled will count 
as a dependent. 
The next largest group of de­ 
ferm ents is expected to be “occu­ 
pational”—those 
men 
who 
are 
needed more in their civilian jobs 
than in the arm y. This section of 
the questionnaire asks just what 
you do and w hat you are able 
to do. 
In this category you are allow­ 
ed to enclose a statem ent from 
your employer as to the im port­ 
ance of your work, if you are 
seeking occupational deferment. 
Physical 
deferments 
are 
ex­ 
pected to number a high percent­ 
age, but the questionnaire asks 
very few questions on this score, 
since such deferments ultim ately 
must be ruled on by your local 
board’s physician. 
Students who wish to be de­ 
ferred until the end of their school 
year m ust request it in the ques­ 
tionnaire. 
If you are seeking deferm ent 
as a conscientious objector, you 
must state it on the questionnaire 
and you will then receive another, 
very detailed, questionnaire from 
your board. 
May Be Summoned 
When the local board has com­ 
pleted its study of your question­ 
naire—and perhaps has called you 
in for an oral examination, it m ust 
place you in one of four classes:

That He 
had, when a great famine had 
been on the land, favored a wid­ 
ow of the city of Sidom; that a 
Syrian was cured of leprosy. 
At 
th at the people became so angry 
that they turned Him out of the 
temple and took Him to a hill that 
overlooked the city, with the in­ 
tention of casting Him down. But 


Jesus, who had reminded them 
th at “no prophet is accepted inj 
his own country,” calmly slipped 
through the crowd and went His 
way. 
In Capernaum, a city of Galilee, ; 
he cast out a devil from a sorely 
afflicted man, and' all wondered. 
In Simon Peter's house He cured 
Simon’s wife’s m other of a fever, 
so th at she regained her strength 
and “ministered unto them .” And 
so He went, healing the sick, cast­ 
ing out evil spirits, and even when 
He went into the desert to rest, 
m ultitudes followed Him, 
As the people pressed upon Him 
to hear the word of God, Jesus 
saw two ships standing em pty by 
the lake of Galilee, the fishermen 
being near by cleaning and mend­ 
ing their nets.

But Jesus said; 
“Whether is easier, to say, Thy 
sins be forgiven thee; or to say, 
Rise up and w alk?” 
Both deeds 
are impossible for man, but easy 
for God. 
The calling of Levi (later called 
Matthew) was next, 
Levi was a 
publican, or tax collector, for the 
Romans, and hated by his own 
people. 
He gladly left his work 
and followed the Master, 
He 
made a great feast in his house, 
which was another cause of fault 
finding 
by 
the 
priests. 
W hy 
should these followers of Jesus 
feast? 
John the Baptist and his 
followers had fasted. 
Moreover, 
Jesus and His disciples ate with 
publicans and sinners. 
Jesus answered them th at He 
had not come to call the righteous, 
but sinners to repentance. 
Also 


that there was no need to fast | 
be sorrowful when He was in 
m idst and had brought them “tid­ 
ings of great joy.” 
Always Jesus, in His short time 
on earth, lovingly helped the dn- 
H 
tressed, saving His rebukes for 
those who oppressed others and 
who thought more of traditions 
and customs than they did of hu* 
m an rights.

It was believed that all 
youths now 20 who become 21 
years of age by next September 
16 would be forced to register 
under the draft law shortly after 
that date. 
Another national lot­ 
tery also may be held to give them j 
order numbers. 
Approximately 1,300,000 youths 
will become 21 by next September 
16. 
It was estimated by draft of­ 
ficials that at least 85 percent of 
them could meet army physical 
requirements. 
The army is al­ 
lowed to call up 900,000 men an­ 
nually for training, and it was 
believed that starting next winter 
it would draw on the 21-year-old 
class 
for 
conscripts. 
However, 
only 69 percent of the coming 21- 
year-olds will be needed to fill the 
900,000 quota. 
Draft officials said that the con­ 
scription law is broad enough to 
allow the army to choose its own 
draftees, either by sending out

for

Contains Proteins 


These and other experiments 
have made all doctors feel that 
meat is not the base villain it was 
proclaimed to be, and that it could 
not only be adm itted to the diet 
safely but even contributed some 
benefits. 
Meat has been found to be of 
importance in the diet of young 
and old because of its rich store 
of adequate proteins. While pro­ 
teins are contained in many foods, 
not all proteins are alike, nor do 
they have the same nutritional 
value. 
Proteins build and repair body 
tissue. Adequate proteins are re­ 
quired for the maintenance of 
muscular tissue in adults. Chil­ 
dren, because of the added need 
of proteins for growth, require 
more in proportion to body weight 
than grown-ups. 


P ro te in s a re com plex su b ­ 
stances, made up of a number 
of 
individual 
units technically 
known as amino acids, the “build­ 
ing blocks” of the body. About 
thirty such amino acids have been 
identified. The work of nutritional 
chemists has shown th at ten of 
these thirty cannot be made in 
the body, or at least not in as 
great quantities as the body re­ 
quires. These ten can be obtained 
only by eating the protein foods 
in which they are present. W ith­ 
out enough of these ten essential 
amino acids, growth is retarded 
and a state of poor nutrition will 
develop. The proteins which sup­ 
ply them are known as adequate 
proteins. 


Eas^y Assimilated 


The proteins of meat supply 
liberal amounts of all amino acids 
needed. Thus they are completely 
adequate proteins. Meat is easily 
digested, and its amino acids are 
promptly used by the body for 
growth, for the repair of the 
everyday wear and tear of tissue, 
and for the form ation of impor­ 
tant gland secretions. 


These 
quite 
incontrovertible 
facts are the basis for the state­ 
ment I made that m eat even has 
some advantages in the diet. Vege­ 
tarians it is true get these ade­ 
quate proteins from milk and 
eggs (if they are not total vege­ 
tarians) or from peas, beans and 
nuts, but not as economically 
from the standpoint of body nutri­ 
tion or as certainly as from meat.

R ichard Russell, of Georgia, called 
on th e Dem ocratic p arty to keep 
A m erica free and a t peace. 
“A m erica today is the last free 
citadel in the world,” the senator 
exclaimed, as 
he pointed to his 
p a rty as 
the 
“one 
outstanding 
hope” for peace in the future. 
He labeled the present adm inis­ 
tration as one which had “brought 
equal rights to all and special p ri­ 
vileges to none” and then proced- 
ed to blast aw ay a t Wendell Will- 
kie’s “inconsistencies” in the Re­ 
publican candidate’s cam paign for 
the presidential election. 
Calling 
the 
Republican 
pres­ 
ident nominee “one of the g re a t­ 
est political acrobats in the history 
of the country” 
for his alleged 
shift on political issues, he ac­ 
cused th«^ Republican candidate of 
undertaking to instill in the Am ­ 
erican people a feeling of fear 
th a t President Roosevelt was lead­ 
ing the United States into W ar. 
Good Win Cited 
The senator from the South den­ 
ied th at such was the intention of 
the adm inistration, as he pointed 
to the good will beween the Pan- 
American countries and the U nited 
States as a strong defense m ea­ 
sure for this H em isphere! W illkie's 
election would bring about a break 
between these countries and the 
United States, he charged. 
Denouncing W illkie’s stand on 
conscription as one of the “Will- 
kie inconsistencies” 
he 
charged 
Willkie w ith opposing the indus­ 
trial am endm ent to the conscrip­ 
tion bill and quoted W illkie as 
saying the bill giving the govern­ 
m ent the power to conscript indus­ 
try was a direct effort to “soviet­ 
ize” Am erican industry.

PLANE FORCES? 


Britain 
Believes

Of Aircraft Taken To

LONDON, Nov.

Two large 
squadrons of G erm an w arplanes, 
which endeavored to cross the E ng­ 
lish southeast coast at 20,000 feet, 
were driven back today by a te r­ 
rific barrage of an ti-aircraft fire. 
The N azi atte m p t to pierce the

Shortly before noon a new air 
raid alarm sounded in London, the 
city’s 292nd of the war. There w as 
no im m ediate activity in the re ­ 
gion of the capital.

told of a fu rth er decrease in Nazi 
air activity throughout the coun­ 
try 
during the night, and said 
that a few bombs dropped on Lon­ 
don, E ast Anglia and a m idlands 
town had caused but little dam ­ 
age. 
It added th a t a few bombs also 
were dropped “w ith little effect on 
one point on the northeast coast 
Of Scotland.” 
The 
regular nightly air 
raid 
alarm sounded in London early 
in the evening, but little action 
developed and the all-clear signal 
sounded early in the night. 
A fter an absence of some six 
hours the raiders returned to the 
capital early in the m orning caus­ 
ing a new alarm , which continued 
until after dawn. D uring this p er­ 
iod the drone of a few planes was 
heard, along w ith occasional bomb 
explosions and light a n ti-aircraft 
fire. 
Belief w as expressed th at re ­ 
moval of large forces of G erm an 
bombers from bases in France and 
Italy and R om ania was responsible 
for the decreasing violence of the 
night atta c k s on England.

ers, under the Federal Social Se­ 
curity Act. 
George M. Pogue, assista n t sec­ 
retary of the 
retirem ent board, 
listed the objections as follows: 
1. •— Pensions wolld be much 
sm aller than 
under 
the present 
sta te system. 
2. — Teachers could not be re­ 
tired until they had reached 65. 
3. — U nder the present system , 
a teacher has savings 
he m ay 
w ithdraw if he quits or loses 
his 
job, but under the social security 
a c t he m ust w ait until he is 65 to 
draw benefits. 
Secretary W. E. K ershner charg­ 
ed th a t the 
federal 
bureau was 
m ore interested in expanding its 
jurisdiction than it w as in spread­ 
ing benefits. 
He pointed out that 
under the federal system , even a 
teacher w ith children could draw- 
only $85 m onthly at 65, w hile un­ 
der the present system he may 
draw as high as $150 a m onth at 
60.
